We have form 
ed our opinion, chiefly, from a perusal of the organ of the 
Temperance Society. the misnamed ‘ Journal of Humani- 
ty.” published at {ndover, Mass. We cannot believe that 
temnerance is promoted by disgusting descriptions of the 
persons and habits of intemperate persons, to the total dis- 
recard of the feclines of their friends and relatives; or by 
enapering aliuni and ridienle of those who, though not in- 
temnerate, are notconvineed ofthe inutility and bad effects 
of the use of distilled spirits in moderate quantities. For 
onr part, we never nse them, never intend to use them, and 


have no desire to use them; but we do not think we should 


the anbject. The true remedy for intemperance, we be- 
lieve, is to provile for those who are, or who aro liable to 


become. its victims, the means of rational enjoyment. the 


This fact, as we consider it, appears to 
be wholly lost sicht of by the orthodox temperance advo- 
cates, and their efforts. in consequence, are as much mis- | 
directed as would be those of a farmer or gardener who | 
shonld employ himself continually in entting off the weeds 


on his land above ground instead of pulling them up hy the

We have looked over the pamphlet the title of which is

scribed in it, but the trae remedy not touched upon. We 
shall notice it, and perhaps make extracts from it here- 
alter. 

As to the extracts from the Sunday Reporter, we can on- 
ly say. that if they were calculated to produce any effect 
against lemnerance, it was contrary to our wish and belief 
in publishing them, as our friend had anticipated. 

Ilulding the opinions we have expressed, it will be seen 
that we must disapprove of many of the means taken to ad- 
vance the ‘temperance cause.” Such is the case.— 
Among tho numerous meetings for the alleged purpose of 
abolishing intemperance, the one noticed below is the only 
one which wehave seen which has proceeded upon princi- 
ples likely to produce more good than evil. This, howev- 
er, it will be seen, does not proceed on entirely correct 
principles, according to our ideas of the matter.

Tur Innians.—The following account of the fight be- 


tweon the Il 'inois militia and the Indians is from the Mis- 


' souri Republican of the 22d ultimo. 


| The detachment corcerned in the engagement (about 275 men? 
| had heen encamped at Dixon’s Ferry for several days before the ar 
rival of the main body of the militia under the command of Genera! 
| Whitesides. Immediately thereafter a request was preferred by 
| Major Stilman, who commanded the detachment, to be allowed to 
| gn out upon a scouting expedition ; which was granted by Genera! 
W. On Monday, the 14th, the detachment meta small party of 
| Indians, end killed two, and madetwo others prisoners Thev 
eontinued their route, and encamred for the night in an advanta- 
| geous position—a dense wood, surrounded by prairie. Almost as 
| soon as they had dismounted, turned their horses loose and com- 
| menced preparations for supper, a small party of Indians were dis 

covered in the neighborhood of the ercampment, bearing with them 
a white flag. Captain Eades, with a few men, was sent out to meet 
them, when the Indians commenced a precipitate retreat. This 
officer being acquainted with the Indian mode of warfare, and sns- 
pecting an ambush, followed them as far as he deemed prudent. 
and then ordered his men to fallback uponthe main party. Al 

though it was nearly dark, the whole detachment had been ordered 
to re-mount. and were met upon the route by the men who were 
returning. The purenit was conducted without any regard to dis- 
cipline, and had continued for several miles, the Indians receding 
| as the troops advanced, util they had decoved them across Srea 
‘his they did in 
disorder, and as each man successively resched it. Deing thus de- 
coved into the midet of the main body of the Ind’ans, and withont 
heing allowed time to form, hostilities were commenced. The In- 
dians showed themselves on every quarter, mounted and armed. 
They commenced the attack with their guns, and after firing them 
resorted to the use of tomahawks and knives. As soon as their 
desperate situation was known, Major Stilman ordered a retreat 
across the creek, after an ineffectual fire at the enemy. The sava- 
ges followed close upon them. No time was allowed for them to 
form on the opposite bank of the ereek. A company under the 
command of Captain Adams, of Tazewell county, who were in the 
rear, endeavored to make a stand against them and fonght with 
desperation. Abcut halfofthe missing are thonght to have belong 

ed to thiscempanv. The battle was fought by moonlight, in an 
open prairie, and the pursuit was kept up for ten or twelve miles. 
The survivors began to arrive at Dixen’s Ferry about one o'clock 
in the morning ; and after a sufficient time had clapsed, the next 
day, for them all to have come in, the roll ws called and fitv two 
were found to be missing. A few of those whe escaped were 
wounded, and many had their hats and clothes perforated with 
bullet holes. Some of the savages were killed, but the number 
could not be arcertrined. Varions estimetes are given of the 
strength of the Indians: the number is probably between 12 and 
1500 warriors. By this victory they obtained possession of the 
herses of the slain, and of the camp equipage, blankets, ammuni- 
tion and provisions of the rovied Militia; and are, moreover, on- 
couraged to further hostilities by the prepitious omer: of a first vic- 
torv. . 

On Tuesday last, the Militia at Dixon's Ferry, amounting to 
1290 men, were paraded, to bury their deceased comrades. When 
our informant left them, an immediate pursuit and attack of the 
Indinns was anticipated ; but we hope wiser counsels may have 


| prevailed, as defeat would be almost certain to follow such a 


course, 

The Militia are exasnerated beyond all hounds at the death of 
their countrymen, and a eruel and exterminating war must be the 
consequence. On the other hand, the Indians have the advantage 
of a perfect knowledge ef the country ; are inured to fatigue and 
privations of every kind, and can at any time seek refuge in the 
swamps which abound in that quarter. 

Fears were entertained at head quarters for the safety of two or 
three smal! parties of men, successively sent with despatches to 
Gen. Atkinson. Nothing had been heard from any of them; nor in- 
deed, was it known in what situation Gen. A. was, when our infor- 
mant left. f oe 

Prior to the engagement, the reguler army and the Militia had 
formed a junction at Rock Island,and Gen. Atkinson was invested 
with the entire command. The Militia, under Gen. Whitesides, 
being moetly mounted men, proceeded to Dixon's Ferry by land. 
Gen. Atkinson, with 300 regulars and 300 militia, ascended to the 
Rapids of Rock River in beats, and information received here irom 
him, states, that he had effected a paseage overthe Rapids. He 
muet at that time have been about 30 mies from Dixon’s Ferry. 

It is said, that orders have been transmitted from the War De- 
partment, to the commanding officer of the expedition, to prosecute 
the war in the most energetic manner, ond no longer to listen to 
the Talks of the Indians, as has been ton often done already.

Tne Vice Presipency.—We do not believe that it is 
the intention of the party who nominated him that Mr. 
Van Buren shall be a candidate for the Viee Presidency, 
but that his nomination was intended merely as a retalia- 
tion for his rejection by the Senate as Minister to Eng- 
land. But is it not a dangerous principle to use the high- 
est offices merely to reward partizans? There is no one 
who pretends that Mr. Van Buren would have been thought 
of for the Vice Presidency, if his nomination as nvinister 
had not been rejected : and few, if any, of those who have 
nominated him for the Vice Presidency believe him to he 
the most fit person to fill the office, while many think him 
entirely disqualified. Why, then, should he have been 
nominated? Does any one who was concerned in his no- 
mination believe that a majority, or even a respectable mi- 
nority, of the people of the Ufited States are favorable to 
the election of a man, to any office, who is opposed to one 
of the fundamental principles of our government—to uni- 
versal suffrage? Does any one of them believe that a ma- 
jority of the people are favorable to the election of a man 
to the Vice Presidency, who usedall his influence and Gave 
HIS VOTE against allowing them (the people) to elect the 
electors of President and Vice President 2? No, it cannot 
he: the people are not yet so blind to their own interests, 
and no one concerned in the nomination of Mr. Van Buren 
believes them to beso. 

% The inference, we think, is irresistible, that there is no 
‘intention that Mr. Van Buren shall continue a candidate, 
but that he shall decline a nomination made only fora par- 
ty purpose. Andwe believe Mr. Van Buren will decline 
the nontination for the Vice Presidency. 

But if it should be otherwise; if it should prove that 
the party in power have really become so corrupt as to de- 
termine to sacrifice the second office to their own selfish 
porposes, thinking to effect their end by management and 
organization, contrary to the will of a majority of the peo- 
p'e, it will prove the absolule necessity of restricting the 
power of the office holding party by taking from them the 
right of appointing all officers which can be elected by the 
people; and this object should be kept in view in all fu- 
ture elections of Congressional representatives, We trust, 
however, that if the party are really determined to force 
Mr. Van Buren upon the people, and thereby to hazard the 


re-election of Gen. Jackson, the people will be prepared 
to resist the attempr.

Robbery and supposed Murder.—Most of our readers are probably 
aware that during the latter part of last week, the magistrates were 
engaged in taking examinations in a case which discloses robbery 
and eupposes murder. Asthe poblic mind hes been coasiderably 
excited, we deem it our duty to lay before our readers a general 
outline of the facts disclosed, from an authentic source, without ex- 
pressing any opinion as to the conclusion to be drawn. 

It appears that about a fortnight age, information was commuui- 
cated to constable Parmelee, that a stranger had been known at a 
late hour of night, to leave a grocery of disorderly repute, just on 
the Deerfield side of the riveropposite the city, much intoxicated, 
and thatit was whispered among a class of the frequenters at that 
place, that two men who were named had gone out of the grocery 
nearly at the same time, and returned in the course of the same night 
with a considerable sam of money in bills, which one of them de- 
elared to the keeper of the grocery, hs had obtained by pisking the 
pocket of the stranger of lis pocket beok. The keeper of the gro- 
cervhaving been called upon, voluntarily cime before Justice Coe 
zier, and made complaints, stating substantially the facts above men- 
tioned and some others of less moment, and that the stranger had 
not afterwards been heard of. A warrant was accordingly issued 
against the two persons who had been seen with the stranger as 
above mentioned ; one of them who wae residing in Deerfield, wae 
brought up on Wednesday and examined. He admitted receivin 
five dollars of the money which he alleged the other had puyleined. 
from the person of the stranger, and denied all knowledge of what 
had become ofhim. He wns committed to jail, and a police consta- 
ble was sent for the other person, who was found at Syracuse, and 
brought here on Saturday. 

In the meantime, however, on Friday, the person first committed, 
we understand, made a deelaration to the Jailer and other persons, 
stating that afterthe robbery, the victim was actually murdered in 
his presence, by the other individual, in a barn standing in the mea-

LATEST FROM ENGLAND. ° 
Two or three ships with later news from England have 
arrive: since ourlast. The laest dates are by the Londen 
packet Hannibal to the 5th, and by the ship Tallyho, from 
Liverpool to the 7¢h May. both reported in the Courier this 
morning. The dates from France are no later. 
Cuotrra.—But two new cases are reported in London 
on the 5th, and thirty-th-ee in the coun'ry. In Dublin on 
the $d May, 177 new cases are reported, and in Cork on 
the 30th April, 64. Total cases in London, (to the 21 
May) 2559; deaths 1350. In other parts of the kingdom, 
total eases 9207 ; deaths 33282. 
We subjoin the most interesting extracts : 


Loxpoa, May 4 —The Russian ratification of the Belgian trerty, 
we understand, was to have bean exchanged Inet night. The Duteh 
papers which have heen received tothe 21 inst throw no direct 
light upon the subject, otherwise than as they evidence, by the ua 
remitting preparations for war, the still unshaken obstinacy of the 
King not togive his'adhesion to thetreatr. The head-quarters of 
the troops are now very near the boundary line ; and such anpears 
on both sides to be the martial susceptibility, that a very little pro 
vocation indeed would, it should esem, light up the flames of acta! 
war. Botheombstanta, too, have had the advantage of leisure for 
preparation, and both seem equally confident of the result. 
Lontox, May 5.—The members of the Cagference, accompanied 
by M_ Van do Weyer, the Belgian Minister, assembled !ast night at 
the Foreign Office, a litt!c before ten o’clock, for the purnose of ex- 
changing ratifications with the Plenipotentiary of the Emperor of 
Russian. Considerable time was taken up in preliminary disenasion, 
and in reading the different documents conneeted with the Belgian 
treaty. [It wae past one o’clock thie morning when the exehange 
wasconeluded. We have reason to think that the interchange was 
considered gatirfactory by Lord Palmerston and Prince Talleyrand, 
to. whoce unwearied exertions and determined conduct we are in- 
debted for the progress that has been made in this difficult affair.

‘ated and gone on, with the whole nation, laborers and all, Jaugh- 
ing stits prejeets. 
Peter Thimble is right enough, indeed, with regard to the lator- 
ng people getting proper wages. It must lessen rents, tithes, and 
taxes; it must drive tradesmen out of greatand expensive towns; 
it must prodace distress aneng hundreda cf thoueands of servants : 
it is preducing all these effects now. Everyone indirectly depeadent 
upon the taxes feels the effects of this angmeatstion of the plongh 
man’s mesl. Ifthe changa were more sudden, the distress in these 
devouring clasces would be much greater than it nowis. The big 
farmaza and their families feel greatly the effect in this change of 
the situation of the laborers. A two or three bundred pound is a 
ood deal, asthe yearly prefitsof a farm: a large part of these is 
now taken away by the ‘aborers: alarger part will be token this 
vear than there was !ast voor: a still larger part will he taken away 
the year aftor; and thus it will go on, ti!lit will answer the purpose 
of no man to be the holder of five or six farms; in short, the thing 
had gone on, till it became a questien, whether the lsborers ef Ena 
land would or would not live upon potatoes, and occasionally die by 
scores from starvation. ‘This became a question ; and this question 
having been settled in the negative, some one or move of the other 
great heads of expenditure must give way We are now inastrug 
gic for preserving the whole: the Government seems to have no 
notion of giving way. Godsend, that they may be convinced, in 
time, of the utter impossibility of wpholding the whole system, and 
that, by yielding to that which common senso and necessity dictate, 
they may preserve the country in peace, restore to it its liberties 
and its prosperity, and make it worthy of you and al! your family 
coming back to it, and ending your days in it; and thus I conelude 
this long and rambling, though, to you, T trust, not uninteresting 
fetter.

A dog of no particular breed, was given some time back to the 
guperiotendant of a salmon fishing at Cruives, in the vicinity of Ab- 
erieen. Mr. S, the worthy superintendant, is a person not only 
extremely attentive to the discharge of his trust, ba! is aleo endow- 
ed with much curious observation. Study, and his nightly vigils 
have not yet reduced him toa skeleton, though his grief for the loss 
of his favorite dog has certainty, from being a very portly man, 
brought him nearer the chance ef getting through the eve of a nee- 
die. He soon saw something more than common inthe deg, which 
I should long since have told vou was christened by the name of 
Tiger. With that grateful instinct which characterises his rece, 
this sagacious creature beginto cons der, as it were, how to render 
himeelf useful to the kind hand that fed and caressed him ; and for 
that purpose, in constantly attending his master to the water side, 
saw that fish was the object, and water the element he was tostudy. 
Accordingly, although smooth-haired, and without a particle of the 
spaniel, Newfoundlonder, water dog in him, he set about swimming 
and learaing to practice all manner of aquatic evolutions, smelling 
about the nets, and at first fearfully approaching the salmon aa they 
were drawn to the shore, and then eager to mouth them.

Having lately heard very frequent complaints of the hardness of 
the times, from porsons whose veracity I see no cause to question, 
T bave employed much time in ascertaining the causes of eo grievous 
an evil, and in seeking outa remedy. 

The causes which I hear moet commonly assigned, are, the in 
flux of forcignera, over-production, machinery, and the tariff. 

As to the first named of these enuses, it cannot lessen the fertili- 
ty ofthe earth, change the seasons, or impair our muscular vigor: 
and unless such foreigners, by fraud or force, obtain more of our 
Jabor than we receive of theirs, they cannot be the cause of our 
poverty. 

By the term “over-peduction” I suppose is moant too much 
plenty ; and machinery can be an evil only ag it tends to promote 
too great plenty, and thereby lessen the demand for manual labor. 
That excessive abundance is one great cause of the laborer’s pover- 
ty, cannot be denied ; and I shall prosently show, that were God ip 
his anger to transform this earth into a large loaf of bread, flowing 
with riversof milk and honey; were the trees to be loaded with rai- 





ment, and the air filled with roost turkeys wreping grarv for some 
ore to come and eat them, two thirds of our people, under the pre- 
eent sevstem of laws, would be reduced to beggary and starvation. 
The Tart, having been already discuseed sufficiently in the 
Rewspapers, 1 shail content myself with making the reader under. 
stand what it is.

All muct have ebserved, that civilized socicty is 
1. The lahorers. 2. The 
merchauts, who maybe styled labor saving machines for spending 
momey, ne it is tieir previcce to pass around the goods produced by 
the laborer, thus saving the consumer the trouble of going in.per- 
eon to the producer. 3. The rulers, who think for us, end dictate 
who patiently instruct us im the art of paying taxes; 
who specify when we shall be in prison, and when we may go at 
large, &c.

stone of our poverty, is their decrecing that the chief part of thoee 
who are born into the world shall not dwell noon the earth nor till 
it, without giving forthe privilege so much of theft earnings as the 
land Lords may demand. 

In conseqvence of this decree, the most of us hold our existence 
only by the tenure of servitule : we are forced to work ashirelings 
on such terr ethat, according tothe prbliestions of the Coloniza 
tion Society, capitalists find it more profitable to hire white * free 
men” than to buv or breed b'ack 8! ves. Put we will considerthic 
i} connection with some of its contemporary public errors, which 
are truly set fortitin the following 

HISTORY OF CIVILIZATION. 

Once there dwelt in Argos a certain blacksmith, who was a eun 
n'ng workman, vervexact in his dealings, and, like most exact men, 
greatly disliked every kind of vexation. Dnt notwithstanding this 
aversion, he was not exempt from trouble. His enstomers were 
daily bringing articles to exchange for his work which he never 
need, or with which he was already enprlied ; and often, when he 
was in instant need of some commodity for hie family, he was com 
pelled to try a dozen men before he ecarld fing one who wanted 
hlacksmith’s work in payment. These frequent vevations annoved 
him so much that he was induced to seck out some more cammodi

Tt came to pass after many dave that Peter the Honest died ; and 
the men of Argos met to choose a successor. inventive 
blacksmith hod already planned a new scheme, whieh rendered this 
step unnecessary. He stated it in these words: “ We may save 
ourselves the trouble of carrying our work to a common store honse 
Let me make each of vous few tokens

by 1 very easy expedient. 
aimilar to Peter’s—eay to the amonnt of three days per man; and 
then if each one will agree to give his work for theee tokens, it will 
anewer the same purpose as if we should lug it all toa common 
store-house, which many trades cannot do. Thus exch work-shop 
end granary will be 1 part of the public store-house, and every man 
ekeeper.” This plan was approved. It was, however, liahle to 
this objection : That ifany one should put eut, and eet labor for, 
more of these tokens than he had bought or shou!d afterwards bny 
in with his own labor, he thus would, with little dancer of detection, 
wrong every member of the community. He would elude the sole 
purpose fur which the tokens were designed, viz. the preventing of 
any person from getting more of ether people’s labor than they 
should get of his. 

Thos originated Monzy—an invention capable of binding the 
whole human race in one great familv—an invention which has 
since been extended so ns to throw all labor in common throughout 
the civilized world ; insomuch that, by sending a token to China 
thet I have put a day’s work into the common stock hero, two or 


“three of the Chinese girls will work a day for me at gathering tea- 


leaves, ar one of the men will werk a day for me at his trade. 

Abont this time there arose a new sect upon the earth, called by 
gome Lords, because they assumed prerogatives which till then kod 
been supposed to belong to the Creator ; and by some styled the 
better sort, because they could errn more with their fingers than 
the common people with their whole bodies. Their distingnishing 
tenet was thot it was lawful to defile by labor only that part of the 
hand which, like the devil’s foot, is cloven; in other words, their 
conscience would suffer them to work only with their fingers. 

As the priests of this sect were men of great learning, and wel!

This invention of ren'ing money was of great service to the vul- 
g4r; money became plenty, and business brisk; but alas! when 
the borrowers eame to return principal and interest, they enddenly 
diseovered that they were poorer than ever. They were like the 
horse that should he st-ipyed of its skin in the morning, to pay for 
the blanket that had covered it throngh the night. 

A moth never flies into the candle, without feeling eager to try 
its luck again. Asthe borrowers were poorer than at first, they 
were forced to borrow more largely ; and as the lenders’ risk in- 
The blessings of usury of 
course grew more transient ; the evils increased in geometrical pro- 


gression, 


creased, they exacted greater profits. 


Every year money beeame more and more the object of purenit. 
The Iahorers sent the fruits of their toil to foreign shores, to buy 
round bits of metal; thousands beeame hirclings, or voluntary 
slavesto the lords ; whatever con!d be invented to gratify vanity, 
or luxury, or lust, was bronght totheir palaces to be exchanged for 
round bits of metal: bnt the more money they bronghte in, the more 
the @ower of the lords was increased ; the money gained by money 
wasemployed in fresh extortions ; the dollar brought by one bor- 
rower was employed in decoying smaller pieces from new horrow- 
ers; each piece wouldin a few vears thus double itself—until at 
‘ast parents were compelled to sell their children for slaves. (See 
Rollin..—Nehem. ch. v.) 

Notwithstanding the intense miseries produced by this queer af. 


| fection for round bits of metal, the people, like losing gamblers, 


grew more greedy as they progressed in the game. Avarice swal- 


lowed up every other passion. Even the standing of men in soci- 
ety was no longer fixed by their talerts and virtues, bnt by the num- 
ber of their round bits of metal. The mon possessing only eich- 
teen pence was excluded from all eqnal commnnion and fellowship 
with one who was worth two shillings: there was an impassable 
gf of six anda quarter cents between them. 

Of the warfare against the power of round bits of metal com- 
meneed by the early Christianr, and continued by their successors, 
T shall on!v say, thatthey seemed not awnre of its bugaboo nature 
that they stroye to prevent the rich, as they were called, from ex 
erting their supposed power, by threatening them with very severe 
treatment after death ; that the practice of exicting rent for the 
nse of God's earth, was at most only partially discontinued ;— 
that although it wis for many centuries infamous and illegal to

After selling as much of their labor as they could at home, they 
shipped the residue to foreign lands; and it soon beerme common 
for Chiistian nations to fight for the privilege of serving distant 
barbarians, and of obtaining from them, for their labor, more rcund 
bits of money on which to pay interest. 

As. where interest is allowed, the demand for money necessarily 
increases with the amount of money, it soon became indispensible 
to the continuance of the system that the coinage shonid be increa- 
sed: vet it was impossible to procure enorgh of the metals used in 
coining. The lords weretherefore ermpelled to invent a substitute. 
Ther fixed nnon racs—of which material they foresaw there was 
Hitt'e danger of adearth,—and these, when converted into paper, 
ornamented with pictures, and stamped witha promise to pay a cer- 
tain number ef round bits of metal, were soon almost the only mo- 
nev in common rs

Such reasoning cannot reasonably be expected to wear for ever. 
When the Creator ehall regain his title, it follows, ef course, that 
none of his creatures will be debarred from the use of the soil, nor 
compelled to till it at the halves, nor to wear out soul and hody in at- 
tempts (often ineffectual) to buy a decd. The law then will be, that

Mr. Marev offered an amendment giving 10 Congress the power to 
modify or repeal the charter, and the qnestion being taken, it was 
determined in the negative, year 15, nave 29. . 

Mr. Tozewell moved to strike out fifteen yeots and insert ten
